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Applicant Argues: Carey and Leyong fail to disclose the features of attaching the transformation file to a workflow, such that the set of rules 
are referenced from inside the workflow, receiving a second data structure during execution of the workflow, translating that second 
structure into a runtime object by using the transformation file and using the runtime object as input for a component of said workflow, as 
defined in Claim 11. (see pg 7, paragraph 1) 



The Examiner Respectfully disagrees: Carey discloses attaching the transformation file to a workflow represented by Xperanto system 
comprising 5 components (see column 4, lines 10-50). The transformation file containing the language-neutral intermediate representation 
is referenced from within Xperanto by using the parser within the system to transform the XML query. Leyong discloses generating a 
runtime object (see final office action pg 4, paragraph 1). 



Applicant Argues: Carey and Leyong fail to disclose the feature of associating an intermediate representation with a first shape of a first 
data structure, as defined in Claim 1 1 . Thus, Carey describes a technique for creating an abstracted representation of a query, not an 
intermediate representation of a data structure shape, as defined in Claim 11. Translating a query from one language into another, is not 
the same as creating an intermediate representation of a data shape, which is later used at runtime, (see pg 7, paragraph 3) 



The Examiner Respectfully disagrees: The intermediate representation disclosed in Carey is associated with a first shape a query of a first 
data structure in the XML document (column 5, lines 15-60). The shape itself is the XML query which is part of the first data structure or 
XML document. 
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
